Rule wrote Bundy a letter and told him that she would come down to 
see him if he wanted her to. She told him that she would have to be 
Faithful to herself, to him and to the police in this case.

Mrs. Bundy could not recall Ted Mentioning going to Portland, Corvall 
or any place in Oregon. He has lots of friends and its possible. 

She believes 
that he had a school deferment until he graduated from the Univ of 
Washington, then he was I-A. He passed his induction physical. 

Then he slipped on some ice and had a compound fracture of his leg.

Mrs. Bundy was not aware of any fires or animals killed by Ted. If 
anything he was just the opposite because he used to bring home stray 
animals to keep. 

Mrs. Bundy could not recall any friends or relatives that TED may hav 
ing the Issaquah area..To her knowledge Ted never wore an arm cast or 
sling. 

The dates of the missing girls were given to Mrs. Bundy in the event 
she could come up with a verification of Ted's whereabouts on or near 
any of the dates. A possiblity of a Polygraph was mentioned and Mrs. 
Bundy understood that it may be necessary since it would be difficult 
to confirm one way or another where Ted was on the crutial dates. 

The Bundys were asked if Ted had stored any property at their house 
that may reveal where he would have been. The only property that 
they had were books in storage from when he went to the Univ of 
Washington. She id did not have any of his property from 1974. 

She did not have any papers, letters or fch other property of TED. 

The bicycle that was shipped from Utah to Tacoma was a boys model 
ten-spped that was observed by Capt. Mackie.. Ted's 13 year old 
brother had spent two weeks with Ted in Salt Lake in the last part of 
July and returned home on August 3, 1975. The bike was shipped on 
the airplane with the brother. 

Mrs. Bundy related that Ted was aware that Mr. Bundy was not his real 
father. Ted was 4 years old when the Bundys were married.

Current evidence in the Abduction case involves the victimH picking 
1 Bundy out of a photographic lineup then selecting him in an inperson 

lineup by looks, voice and walk. She has also identified photographs 
of Bundy’s Volkswagen Bug and the Seat Tear on the rear seat of hi® 
VW. 

Bundy's arrest for evading apprehension and possessioh of Burglary 
tools revealed a set of Gerocal handcuffs and a crow bar. The Victim 
of the abduction had a set of Gerocal handcuffs placed on fc her right 
wrist during a struggle with the suspect. The suspect also tried to 
strike victim with a crow bar and victim graced the bar and 
fought with suspect. The same type of crow bar was identified by the 
victim. 

D6t. Thompson has interviewed Bundy on a couple of occasions. Bundy 
Claimed to have never stopped in bt Bountiful , Utah but has passed 
through. Bundy had in his possession a Brouchure from a Bountiful 
recreation center. Ivestigation revealed that this brouchmee could 
only have been obtained in person. Bundy had also a credit card 
receipt from a gasoline purchase in Bountiful. On 11-8174 Debra 
Kent of Bountiful turned up missing from a school play at her high 
school. A handcuff key that fits the gerocal handcuffs was found 
in the parking lot of the school. 

The abduction fchx which Bundy was arrested for occured from the 
Fashion Place Mall in Murray, Utah. The Mall is about one mile from 
a pizza parlor where Melissa Smith is missing on 10-18-74. Mi Smith 
was found about 20 miles in a wooded area from where she was last seei 
Smith was strangled, beaten on the head and anally raped. The blows 
to the head resemble marks that would be made by a crow bar. Smith 
was struck below the left ear lobe. Her body was found nude. She 
had her dark blue stocking tied around her neck. The back of the 
skull was cracked. 


In Utah county Laura Aime was missing on 10-31-74 and was found 
on 11-27-74. Her body was nude, anally raped, with severe head 
wounds. She had a stocking around her neck and was also struck 
below the left ear lobe. &Mk Her skull was also fractured in the 
rear. 


Through the use of standard oil credit card receipts, Det. Thompson 
has placed Bundy in Aspen Colorado when Karen Campbell was missing 
on 1-12-75, in Vail Colorado on 3-15-75 when Julie Cunningham was

Thought you may be interested in this. On the early morning hours 
of 8-16-75 BUNDY was spotted by our Patrol Division prowling a residential 
neighborhood in his brown Volkswagen. When officers attempted to approach 
him, he fled in his vehicle. When officers placed him under arrest, 
they found in his vehicle a canvas gym bag containing the items shown 
in the photograph. Bundy had no reasonable explanation for being in the 
residential area, nor any explanation for the items in the bag. The 
patrol officers were not familiar with Bundy's background, and he had 
been released from jail before this was brought to my attention. 

However, we are attempting to obtain a warrant on Bundy for Possession 
of Burglar Tools. If we are successful in this, I will interview 
Bundy when he is arrested again.

It has been my pleasure to know Ted Bundy for over a year now as a student 
In three of my courses, as an advisee and as a personal friend. I know him well 
enough to make a comprehensive evaluation of his attributes. His performance in 
all of my classes (one a large lecture course of 300 students, one an honors 
seminar with 20 members, the other an advanced seminar with 10 students) was 
superior. He consistently achieved one of the highest scores on all tests, 
papers and discussion performances. He is an extremely diligent, hard-working 
student who has.always Impressed me with his degree of preparation and enthusiasm 
for learning,' At times he even pursued self-initiated research Into areas of 
interest to him which went well beyond the required readings and assignments. He 
gets involved, furthermore, he is one of the most articulate undergraduates I 
have known and has verbal skills which exceed those of most of our graduate stu¬ 
dents. His questions and answers are always germane to the discussion topic and 
his interest in learning has a way of exciting others around him in conversations. 
It is clear thaT other students use him as a standard to emulate. Similarly his 
more recent academic record is outstanding and demonstrates a high level of 
intellectual capabilities. As you know, during his first year and a half of col¬ 
lege his grades were mediocre.

She was how long she had known TED BUNDY. She stated that she has known 
him for approximately 6 years and has gone with him off and on in that period of 
time.

They 
were very serious at several times and were going to get married a couple of 
times, but there is definitely not going to be a marraige now. She was asked 
if she was not the person who came forward last year to contact the Seattle 
Police in regards to Ted. She stated that she was. She was asked if she would 
explain that situation and why she went to them and what made her suspicions 
grow. She stated she was first aware of it when a composite drawing was shown 
in the newspapers and on the TV in the Seattle area, and that her and a girlfriend 
commented one day, "You know who that looks like. Somebody that me and you know."

I keep praying about it 
and I keep praying that you'll find out, and I guess I keep hoping that you'll find 
out that it's not Ted, that it's someone else. But deep down I'm just not sure." 

She was asked if she could give me the individual's hang-ups, or what her suspicions 
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were, or what she really suspected him of. Going back to again to the composite, 
etc., her finding the meat cleaver and the knife, a pair of crutches, and a roll 
plaster of Paris in the drawer after snooping around. When she confronted him 
with it, he stated, "Oh, I stole that from the medical supply place," at the 
University where he was working. She asked him why, and he stated, "I don't know, 

I guess just for the hell of it." She confronted him about the crutches, and he 
stated that he used them for his landlord. She claims that one day she also 
observed in his apartment in the Fall (she is not sure if this is the Fall of 7^ 
the early part of the year) a paper sack in his apartment, and the only thing she 
noticed is that it was full and the top item was a woman's bra. She believes that 
the rest of the items were women's clothing, but stated she did not look any 
further. She never mentioned it to him because she was fearful and also a little 
bit embarrassed to ask him what was in there or why he had women's clothing. 

She was asked if she could tell me anything unusual about this individual, about 
his reactions in the last year that were different from the year before. She 
stated, "Very much so." She stated that during the summer of 1974, just before 
he was moving to the Salt Lake area, his sex drive became very, very nil, or very 
small, which was very unusual for him. She stated she immediately confronted him 
about having other girlfriends, to which he stated that wasn't true, that he was 
just working hard and his frustrations were up too high and that was the thing. 

She stated that just before he went to Salt Lake she even wanted to throw a kind of 
a going away party for him, and that even refused to have sex on this deal, which 
was very unusual for him. She was asked if she could enlighten me on anything 
about his sexual behavior, if it was any different or unusual in her opinion. She 
stated no, other than the fact that it was late in 73 or early in 74 when he got 
a book called the Joys Of Sex. In this book he found and read items about anal 
intercourse, and since that time he heavily desired to do this. She stated she 
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did not relish this idea but she went along with him. She stated he also found 
some items in the book about girls being tied up and bound. She stated that she 
let him take her nylon stockings, spread eagle her on the bed and tie her legs 

spread eagle and her arms out and have intercourse that way, only twice, and she 

did not like it, it was very distasteful, and she wouldn't do it with him again. 

She stated he did not make too much comment about this but he appeared that he 
didn't like the idea. She was asked if he liked her hair the way it was now 
and if he ever commented on or looked at other girls who had hair like hers. She 
stated yes, that he liked her hair long the way that it was and if she mentioned 
that she was going to cut it, he got very upset and told her no, that he liked 
her hair, he liked long hair very much so. To her knowledge, the only other person 

he ever went out with was another girl, who she does not know, who had hair similar 

to hers. She was asked what kind of cars had he had during the time she has 
known him. She states, "The only two vehicles I know that he's ever had or 
driven are the light brown or beige Volkswagen that he has now and the old white 
truck he bought just before he went to Salt Lake." She states that he has driven 
her Volkswagen, which is light green in color. She was asked if she knew if he 
had a tear in the seat of his Volkswagen. She stated, "Yes, he had one along the 
back across the top, like mine," and they assumed that had happened from the sun 
coming in the back window. She was asked if she knew that he had changed that 
and got it fixed and changed his car. She stated, "No, I didn't know anything 
about that." She was asked if she thought that he told her everything, if he 
told her the truth, and she stated, "No, I've caught him in several lies." He 
denied being arrested by the Salt Lake County Sheriff's Office, and when she 
confronted him with him it, he told her it was a traffic violation, to which she 
told him he was lying, that he had some items in his car that she had heard about. 
He stated to her, "Yeah, they didn't mean too much. I had a ski mask in there that 
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I used last year when it was cold for skiing, and a couple of other things they 
were trying to make a big deal out of." He stated that he had nothing to worry 
about, that it was an illegal search and there was nothing to it. She was asked 
if she ever knew him to have gone out and robbed anything or stolen anything. 

She stated yes, that the past while he had been real hard up for money and he had 
been stealing things lately. She stated that she knows that he stole a television 
and a few things in the Seattle area. She stated that at one time, and this is 
the only time that she can remember, he told her that if she ever told anybody 
about it or anything else, he told her, "I'll break your fucking neck." She 
stated that's the only time. She said, "I know he stole a bicycle somewhere too 
and gave it to someone up here in the Seattle area." She stated she had confronted 
him about these things and he stated, "No, I didn't steal the bike." He stated 
that the TV was the only thing he had stolen. She stated that she has communicated 
with him quite a bit, that he called her again last night and that he was completely 
different again, he was all lovey-dovey, telling her how much he missed her and 
he wanted her to marry him and all these kind of things. She stated he also wanted 
her to get him $700.00, which he claimed he needed for his attorney in Salt Lake. 

She stated that he is hurting for money, as far as she knows financially. She 

was asked about how he got money and what his family was. She stated that his 
mother works at the University of Pugeot Sound as a secretary and does not make 
too much money and that his father is a cook at the Army camp, she believes in 
Fort Lewis, that they have a total of two girls and three boys in the family and 
Ted is the oldest. She says the father is probably one of these guys that's really 
not too sharp, doesn't make very much money, and he and Ted don't get along too 
well. She states in fact it is not his real father, that Ted was an illegitimate 

child, but his mother has never told him that and he found out from a cousin of 

his when he was around 18 or 19 years of age, she believes. But he has never told 
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his mother that he found out. She says this has bothered him and really upset 
him an awful lot. She was confronted again by this officer numerous times during 
the interview, asking her that she really wasn't sure, was she, that she had a 
doubt in her mind that he may be involved in some of these killings, and she 
stated to this officer, "Yes, I keep praying all the time and hoping that you 
will find somebody and that it won't be him. But I can't get him out of my mind, 
and I guess I'll always have that doubt. The more I hear about him, the more it 
sounds like to me that he could be involved." She stated, "I heard from the 
Seattle Police from Kathy that he went to Colorado and that he denied telling 
you he has ever been to Colorado." She stated, "Was he over there? Can you put 
him there at the time of some of these girls' deaths." I told her that that I 
couldn't tell her, I didn't know. She begged me, stating, "I've got to know. 
Because if he was over there at those times, then I would be sure." She was 
also shown a picture of a female by the name of MARGUERITE MAUN, a drivers license 
photo, and was asked if she had ever seen this girl. She stated, "No, whose 
that?" I would not give her the name, I told her that it was a friend of his. 

She made the comment, "Well that even puts more icing on the cake." She said, 

"What do you mean by a friend?" I told her, "Well, he's a, you know what a 
friend is." She said, "You don't have to say any more." She stated the thing 
that got her, and she didn't know, is when he called her the other night he 

said that the police knew that he was coming to Seattle to sell his car. I 

asked her who had told him, and she said, "I don't have any idea. I don't know 
how he could know, and I don't know myself, because that information was relayed 
to us by Kathy from the Seattle Police Department to us, and we have not confronted 
this man whatsoever from that time on, so I don't see any way that he could come 
up with this, this is a story." She also stated, going back to the deer hunting 

trip with her father, she wasn't positive on the dates, but from talking to her 
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father, it was a Sunday when he deer hunting on the 20th. She stated that he is 
an outdoorsman, he likes to be outdoors quite a bit. He is no fisherman or hunter 
or anything like that, but he does stay in the outdoors quite a bit. She was asked 
if he is a skier. She stated he has skied a little bit, that she's been to Park 
City skiing with him, that she's been to Snowbird and places like this with him. 

She stated that her dad calls him a schizophrenic, which she asked for an 
explanation of that, which I told her. She stated, "The more I think of it now 
he's right, he is two kinds of people. I couldn't see it before, but he has been 
using me, and my dad's told me this but I never believed him. But I can see that 
he is now, he wants $700.00 for his attorney and he needs $500.00 for school." 

She stated that he tried to butter her up the other night wanting some of this 
money. She was asked out of the clear blue sky if she had ever seen him wear 
a mustache or a beard. She stated, "Not a mustache alone but a full beard and 
mustache. He had a fake one or an imitation mustache that he had in his desk 
drawer and he carried it with him usually most of the time." I asked her to describe 
it, and she stated, "It was nothing fancy, just more or less like a bush one." 

She described it as just a regular one growing down towards the lip, not curling 
or anything like this. She was asked when he wore it and why he had it, and she 
stated she didn't know when he wore it, just once in awhile when he was teasing 
around and asking her how he looked in it, if he looked neat, and this kind of 
stuff. Other than that, she states he hasn't worn it with her, he has put it on 

two or three times. She was also informed by this officer that there was a 

$10,000.00 out for any information in the Salt Lake area in regards to the killings 
of our girls, and that everything would be kept confidential. She stated, "I will 

work with you, I will do anything for you, because I'm just not sure. I like him 

one minute, but on the other minute I keep telling myself, but I don't want to, 
that he is involved. Too many things point to him and he has lied an awful lot

to me." She was asked if she would not confront him with the conversation between 
the two of us. She stated she would try not to* that she is a very compulsive 
girl, and that at times she just doesn’t understand herself. 

It should also be noted on this, this interview was conducted in a room 
in the Seattle Police Department, in the Polygraph Room, with a two-way mirror 
and also with a device where Ira Beal, from Bountiful Police Department, and 
Detective Couch, from the Salt Lake County Sheriff's Office, sat and listened 
to this conversation. Detective Beal took notes as much as he could, and he 
will be making a report off of that. This officer took what notes he could. A 
lot of times while I was taking notes it seemed to distract her and upset and 
she wanted to know why I was writing these things down. It should be noted 
that the girl was extremely nervous during this interview, that she smoked 
exactly one full package of cigarettes. The interview lasted approximately two 
hours. She was also informed that I would get a hold of her the next day and 
talk to her again, sas she had to leave to pick up her 9-year old daughter.

(4) Mr. JERRY FISH, Psychiatry Department, University of 
Washington, who researched and surveyed all papers and professors 
that Mr. Bundy might have had. 

(5) Ms. SHIRLEY SCHNEIDER, Tel. #322-1191, who formerly 
worked in the Sexual Assault Center at Harborview Hospital, and who 
has done considerable research and literature review in the area 
of sexual assaults.

She also recalls that he seemed to have some 
particular interest in sex offenders and was involved in some type 
of behavior modification therapy with two sex offenders (that she 
can recall). She does not recall any paper on "Sexual Violence".

i ft jfierself as Rice, Laura E. of 219 5th Ave NE Puyallup, Wa #6. Her 
phone number is 8 I 4 . 8 - 5638 . This lady related a story to me that she 
feels after reading the information published about "TED" is related 
to an incident involving her niece, 

Mrs Rice told me that her niece who doesn't wish to be named at 
this time told her that she had gone to.downtown Seattle one evening 
after school to pick up some books for one of her class projects in 
school. The niece was a teacher in one of the southend schools. The 
niece had gone into the Bon Marche to use.the restroom and when she 
left the store a very nice looking man who was very well dressed walked 
up.to-her and stated to her "it looks like you didn't do much shopping". 

The niece apparently thought this statement to be very funny and began 
talking to the man. The niece stated that the man appeared to be very 
nice and very educated so she kept talking to him since he seemed to 
be interested in talking to her. He introduced himself to her as Ted 
but wouldn't give her a last name. ' The man asked the niece if she would 
be interested in having dinner with him since he had nothing to do that 
evening. Mrs Rice stated that the niece is very trusting and since 
the man seemed so nice she agreed to go to dinner with him. He told 
the niece at that time that he didn't have a drivers license or a car 
but he would call a cab and she could name the restaurant. This incident 
began in May of 1973* Ted called a cab and they got in and he told the 
cab driver to just drive around until the lady with him made up her mind 
as to which restaurant she wanted to eat at. 
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The niece told Mrs Rice that Ted told her that he didn't have a job but 


he pulled out a large roll of bills from his pocket and showed her that 
he had plenty of money to pay for the cab and dinner. The niece told 
Ted that there were some nice restaurants in the University District 
and she would also like to stop by a book store that was in the U- 
District so she could pick up some additional materials on the project 
she was working on. They went to the U-District and had dinner and he 
called a cab and took her home. The niece related to Mrs Rice that Ted, 
in her words was a very deep person and he scared her a little with the 


things he had to say. The niece gave Ted her phone number and he called 
the Rice residence several times attempting to get in touch with the 
niece. He always identified himself as Ted and when Mrs Rice asked for 
a phone number for him he stated that he didn't have one and he didn't 
know where he would be from hour to hour and he would call back. Ted 
called until he got in touch with the niece and they went out once again. 
This time was also in a cab. It's unknown where they went this time. 

The niece later told Mrs Rice that she was afraid of Ted because both 
times she had been with him he made her cry with the things he would talk 
about. She didn't go into those subjects. She did state that he didn't 


harm her in any way. After they had ^one out this time Ted had called 
the Rice residence several times attempting to talk to the niece but 


each time she wasn't home. JEach time Mrs Rice attempted to get a phone 
number so the niece could call him back but he stated that he didn't have 



one and he wasn't sure where he would be from one hour to the next. He 
called back again one evening and talked to the niece and asked her if he 
could come over and see her and she stated yes. 
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The niece understood him to be coming right over and waited for approx¬ 
imately two and one half to three hours and he didn’t show up so she 
washed her hair and took a bath and went to bed. The niece slept in the 
basement of the Rice residence which was at that time 5738 S Ryan St 


Seattle, Wa. When the Rices and their niece lived there the phone # 
was 725-6388 and that is the number that Ted called to talk to the niece, 
Mrs Rice wasn't aware that her niece had gone to bed and was upstairs 
watching television and could hear pounding in the basement area. Mrs 
Rice thought this was her niece working on a project as she ofter did in 
the evenings, Mrs Rices curiosity was arroused by the constant noise 
so she decided to look outside and opened the door just in time to see 
a man dressed in a very nice white suit and white shoes walk from behind 
her home. She immediately asked him what he was doing and he stated to 
her that he was Ted and that he had called earlier in the evening and 
her niece had invited him over, Mrs Rice remembered him calling earlier 
because she had orriginally answered the phone when he did call .that 
evening and her niece asked if it would be alright if he came over for 
awhile. Mrs Rice told him that it was rather late to be calling on her 
niece since he was supposed to be there hours earlier and he immediately 
demanded to talk to the niece since she had invited him over. Mrs Rice 
went down stairs to ask the niece if she would be willing to see Ted this 



late at night, Mrs Rice knocked on the nieces bedroom door and entered 
to find the niece with her head under the covers and in a very terrified 
states of mind, Mrs Rice asked her if she would like to see Ted and she 
told Mrs Rice to tell hym to go away and that she didn’t want to see him 
anymore. 
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The niece told Mrs Rice that he had been to all of the windows in the 


basement and knocking on them and stating that it was Ted and apparently 
wanted her to open the basement window and let him in. The niece was 
very scared by this so she just covered jap her head and remained silent. 


Mrs Rice returned to the front do >r and told Ted that her niece didn't 
wish to see him and she didn't want him to come back. He became very 
persistent and demanded to see the niece since she had invited him over. 
Mrs Rice again returned to talk to the niece and she again refused to see 
Ted. He became very disturbed that she wouldn't see him and again demand 
to see her. Mrs Rice refused him entrance to the house. At this time 
after hearing the arguement Mr Rice who was still alive at that time 
asked what was going on outside and Mrs Rice explained it to him and he 
told Ted that if he didn't leave he was going to call the Police, Ted 
then left the yard and got into a vehicle he was driving and Mrs Rice 
described as a very large white convertible with the top doira on it. 

Since her niece had told Mrs Rice that Ted didn't have a car or drivers 
license she became very curious about the vehicle and walked out to the 



sidewalk to again talk to Ted to inquire about the vehicle. As he was 
starting to leave she called to him and stated that she wanted to talk tc 
him so he pulled the car down past the front of the Rices property and 
parked it behind a large ten foot hedge in front of the neighbors house. 
He orriginally had the vehicle parked up the street from the Rice 
residence and never would park it in front of their home*, He got out 
and Mrs Rice asked him about the car and he stated that it belonged to 
a friend and wouldn't talk much about the car after that. Ted then left 
and called a few days later and talked to the niece. 
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At this time he asked if he could meet her after school to talk to her 


and she agreed. He met her at school that evening and asked if he could 
take her home and she wouldn't let him and caught a ride with another 
teacher. While she was talking to him this evening Ted told her that he 


had to go to Salt Lake City for about three weeks and asked if he could 
call her when he got back. I don't know her response to that. He 
apparently went to Salt Lake City and when he returned to Seattle he 
attempted to call the niece several times but she refused to speak to hit? 
so apparently the relationship ended. 

Mrs Rice described the man as 25 to 30 years and about 5'8"- 
very nice looking and especially noticed his hair and how nice and 
neatly waved it was. She stated that he spoke very intelligently and 

that he resembles the composit drawing, especially his hair, rather than 
the photos in the papers. She stated that the photos are a bit deceptive 


due to the smile and the frown. Mrs Rice stated that she spoke to her 


niece about talking to the Police and she will again do^ so but the niece 
was reluctant because she didn't want her parents t<gghe had gone out 


with someone who she didn't know the last name of. It appears that the 


only way the niece would talk about the incident is if her parents knew 
nothing about it. The niece told Mrs Rice that he didn't do any thing 
to her or harm her in any way so she would rather stay out of the 
picture. Mrs Rice feels very strongly about this incident and does wish 
to be contacted about it. It appears to me that Mrs Rice has done a lot 
of research on the case and does know what she is talking about. 
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IQrdirft* RECEIVED a list of requests (things to do) from Det. Roger Dunn, KCPD, 

Det. Dunn was requesting that we contact some of the sail boat rental places, to see 
if Bundy every rented a sail boat. Also was requested to call the Republicans at the 
the Central Committee: Mr. Ross Davis Chairman of the Central Committee was very 
uncooperative; Davis was asked if Bundy had every stolen a typewriter from the Rep. 
party, Davis stated that Bundy would never steal anything, Davis was asked if he 
Davis or the central committee had every reported a typewriter stolen, Davis stated 
"NO". Davis was asked if we could have the employment records of Bundy; Davis stated 
that he would have to ask his lawyer first, that he (Davis) could not have just anyone 
call and ask for employees records. Mr. Davis was informed that the Police Dept, was 
not just anyone and that if he needed a subpoena one would be gotten. Davis was also 
ask for a list of all Republican party functions ((jf/j^^/^diners, pinici) in the year 
of 1974. Davis stated that this would be almost an impossibility, that he would have 

to put his staff on it (research work) and that he would not do this until after the 
elections. Ask Davis if he knew how we could contact Rita Butterworth, he stated no 
but that she was listed in the phone book under Fred Butterworth. Also was informed 
that there are two young republican units in king county; one is called the Downtown 
Young Republicans and the other one is King County Young Republicans, neither hold 
office space. It was learned that Rita Butterworths hushand maybe a Fred Butterworth 
who is a Prof, at the U/W. Sgt Mudget of the U/W Police was called and he could 
find nothing under the name of Fred Butterworth.
